This son of Kafr Tlay Mas regarded as exceptionally 
promising last .rear, hut proved a disapiauntment. 
l.^Hikinu: hack at the lnwliiy ciiarjjcteristics of tliis 
c<dt. there seems to la- a ««khI reason why he 
should not liave Iweii <|Ui<-k to coni<‘ to hand last 
.vear. In the tirst place, the progeu.'" of Fair Flay 
never h.ive lieen regarded as Mell ealeiilated to come 
to form early. Tlien. M.-id Hatter Mas a two-year- 
old of exj-eptional size, rantre. suhstanee and tten- 
eral development. .\ colt of !tr<*at Inine and sineM'. 
la* never had the look of a pree<K-ious yonnttster. 
and his enri.v jH'rf<irmani-es made it apparent that 
he Mas not. His long. sM'eeping stride M’ould 
larry liini along :it a high rate of s|a»ed. 
hut it t«M)k him sonie time to get into that 
gi-eat. poM-erful stride, and in tMo- year-old racing 
tlie co!r or lilly Mhich is not a <|Uick beginner must 
greatly outclass his or lier rivals to 1 h* first at tlie 
li'iisli line in a sliort sjirint. Tliis lug felloM" lias 
tliickeiied and filled «#it materially since going into 
retirement, and he looks as if he ought to jirove a 
re.-illy g<M>d three-.vear-old. 

Wi.ile Mr. Hildreth has no tM’o-year-olds in his 
staiile tliis -^in^er. he hopes to hu.v some ready-made 
eol s for that ra<-ing before tiie season of 1919 
shall have been far advanced. "1 think,” he 
■saiil. s^ioaking on this sul>ject recentl.v, “that 
it pn.vs la tter to let otliers exia»riment witli untried 
.■>oungsters and tlien pa.v tliein reasonabl.v for their 
M-<irk tliaii to try t;> uncover prizes among animals 
M-hicIi liave notliing la-tter tlian breeding, i-onforma- 
tion ami useful engagements to re<-<>inmend tliem. I 
liave seen some big prices paid for yearliqgs Mhich 
I'n conformation, lireediiig and nerformanws of near 
i-eiatives ought to lie good ones, and .vet I liave 
seen sneli liorses turn out aivsolutely worthless 
ofteiior tlnin otlierMise. 

“I liave tM'o lliree-year-olds no«' in luy barn 
Mliieli illustrate wliat I am trying to say. I»rd 

Itriglitoii Mas a giaxl colt earl.v in the year, and lie 
liad acted like a really gomi colt during t!ie winter; 
Mliile on tlie otlier liiiiid. Furchase did not sIiom- 
an.vtliing during tlie M'iiiter. As a result. Lord 
.i’riglitoii. M-liicli lias sIiomii liimself just a fair eidt, 
now is in iriy stable Mitii man.v splendid three-year- 
oM engagements. M'liile Fiin-liase. Mliieli <-ost me 
more than doulile the price of I.sird Brighton. 
iiMs none or next to none, and if he turns out as 
Mfll as I liope to see liim turn out this M-ill lie a 
serious handicap to liim tliis .vear. AiiyM'ii.v. I M’ish 
I eould liami 1-ord RriglitoiTs engagements over to 
I’lireliase.” 

THINKS WELL OF PURCHASE. 

Ineideiitally it nia.v Im> remarked tliat tlie owner 
of Fureliase entertains an extremely liigli opinion 
of Iiitn. Ind*s‘d. lie apiwars to i-egard the lack of 
ricli engagements as tliis «-olt's onl.v draM'liuck. 
He certainly is a sidendid lisiking tliree-year-old, 
wliile Ids sp'ceil is said to 1 h' little sliort of plienoine- 
nal. He a|»|»eared someMhat erratic last summer, 
even after lie liad givi-n tlie racegoers one or two 
s.imiiles of racing calculated to evidence ids capa- 
liility ; • lint Hildretli says tliat lie has run kindly 
ever since lie passed into ids iiands. This would 
indicate tliat he ought to b«’ particularly dangerous 
among tlie three-year-olds of the coining season, as 
file Sliced he displa.ved toward tlie end of last .vear, 
mitalil.v ill tlie Futurity, mus little sliort of startling. 
Not only is lie a »-*>lt showing fine size, range 
and siiiistance, liiit ids eonformatioii is es|>eeially 
impn-ssive, and tliere is something in ids la-ariiig 
and style tliat M'oiild seem to indicate first-class 
racing aldlity. In Ids oMii stalde he is tadieved to 
lie faster tliaii Cirrus, tliat 'splendid sou of Tracery 
and Moridngside. for wld«-li Mr. Hildretli paid tlie 
liiindsome sum of jL’.'i.OOO. altlioiigli not so considered 
bv tlie piililie in general. 

'On tlie otlier hand, it must lie Iwriie in mind tliat 
Sam Hildretli is an extremely eool-lieaded liorse- 
nian, and tliat tlie upinion of tlie trainer wlio lias 
sent siieli iiorsi's as Friseiiiiau. Novelty, I ncle, 
Fitz Heria-rt and Hoiirless to tlie races is not to lie 
lightl.v regarded. It also must be admitted that 
Fureliase is a souieMliiit more impressive appeiiring 
colt’ than Cirrus. He is considerably larger tliaii 
tile foreign -bred colt and is more sprightly in ids 
lamriiig as he moves about in ids Ikix; but the bay 
has *-ertaiiily as go<id racing eonformatioii as the 
<-liestmir, is more <-ompaclly put togetlier. and 
conveys tile impression of stoutness, simplicity of 
outline ami tlie total abseiiee of anything like un- 
iieeessar.v M'eiglit or waste material in his pli.vsieal 
iniike-iip. In fai-t. it uomt hxiks as if Hildretli iiad 
a strung iiaiid in tlie three-year-old division for this 
year. 

.\part from Hie two topiiotcliers just referred to 
laird itrigiitoii and tint Hie M'a.v an- a pair which 
should lie considered in estimating chances for the 
Hildretli stable in tlie tlir»‘e-year-old races of the 
ciiiiiiiig year. Lord Brigliton is Icaikiiig remark- 
alil.v well and promising, and as be M’oii six races 
out' of si'veiiteeii starts (always in goml coiiipiiiiy) 
lie hills fair to cut an imi>ortaiit figure in the tlirei*- 
year-old racing of 1919. espi'cially in view of tlie 
fact that lie is well engaged. Out Hie Way is a 
rangy hroMii coit by Feter Fan — .SMceiiaway, which 
M’cn two rai’cs out of five starts as a two-year-old. 
His make-up is not particularly liiipressive, liut lie 
lias sliowii an exceptional turn of s|Hi‘d in some of 
ids races ami lie liaiks like one Mhich might ini- 
jirovc with age. 

Among tlie older liorses Regal Lodge started 
eiglite<-n times as a tliiee-year-old. winning eiglit 
races, seven seconds and one tldrd, and may la* 
counted on to l>e a luon- tluiii useful niemhcr of the 
stalde. -Vlihi is a good-looking colt by Tracery 
that was badly liamlicappcd hi ids tMo-yciir-oid 
form by trouble with Ids knees, but be lias b«*en 
improTi'iig in tliis respect as lie gri‘w toMard iiia- 
tiiritv. He started tlirec times last summer, win- 
idiig'one race and finisidiig third oiu-e. I’rinceps, 
uiiotlier ill the four-year-old division of tlie Hildreth 
stable, is a fine-looking big cliestmit colt by Fair 
i'lay— St. Priscilla. Ixdiig a lirotlicr to Stroiii- 
ivdl. This colt looks as if lie ought to be a real 
race horse, but it appears that his constitution is 
not ail that could la- wislicd and thus far lie has 
not raced up to what liad lieeu eximeted of liim. 

Lucullite, another Hildreth four-year-old, was 
amooc the great two-yeui-olUs of 1917 and promised

ENGLISH TRUFFLE HUNTING DOGS 



In tlie little village of Wiiiterslow, near Salis- 
biir.v. England, a truffle liiiiitiiig business lias been 
bunded down from father to son for tlie last tM'o 
liiiiidred years. 'I'lie dogs used are of Spiiiiisli de- 
scent, apparently liaviiig a strain of poodle in 
them. Owing to tlie inlireeding, tlie race is nou- 
nearly extinct. Truffles are in season df^riiig Oc- 
tober, November, Ih'ceinlier and January ,-eurioiisly 
enough, during the same time as game, for the sea- 
soning of which these underground fungi are greatly 
sought. They will grow only in certain siiots. 
which are invariably near to beech trees, it being 
thought that the loam made by the fulling leaves 
8|»eciall.v suitik them. As soon as the truffle be- 
comes ripe it gives off a scent, Mliieli especially 
trained dogs iniinediatcl.v detect, and when located 
they at once start to dig up tlie fungus. Once a 
dog' starts to dig. it may b«* taken for granted tliat 
it is found; the dog never makes a mistake. After 
fimling, the dog is given a small piece of liread as 
; reward, and it invarialdy bsiks for tliis. Truffles, 
fike muslirooms. ncinl warm summer rain in order to 
Insure a gooil season.

Uotli liorses and Hieir riders were 
given a great ovation hy the entliiisiastic erowil. 

Aiina’H-lle. a daughter of Aeronaut — SM'eet Flower, 
from Hie stable of W. C. Weant. proved superior 
in Hie muddy going over Hie band of baby nieers 
opiKised to her in the o|>eiiing race. In her two 
previous starts .\niiabelle liad failed to favonihl.v 
impress tlie students of form witli the result that 
she M'eiit to the jHist tiMlay practically neglected in 
a liettiiig way, favoritism b<*iiig eoiiferred on Dandy 
Van. 'Hiat fact proved no liaiidieap to Aunatieile. as 
she sprinted into u long lead at once and won* M’lth 
lier rider easing her up .it Hie end. Quick Fire was 
second and tlie favorite. Uaiul.v Van. third. 

Tlie secoiul race fiiriiislied an interesting contest 
and tile fiiiisli found Manicurist. Sid C. Keener, 
Tooinbecia and Jlilda iiieasiiriiig stride for stride 
and Hie result m-us in doubt until the winning line 
was crossed. They fiiiislied in Hie order named, 
M'itli Si:! Keener gaining on the M'inner with 

every strid”. Toomlx'oln. most faiicitsl in a betting 
wa.v, rai-ed Mide all Hie M'a.v, M'hicli. in a great 
measure, ruined M'liatever ehi.iiee lie may liave liad. 

.\iioHier liair-raisiiig finish came in tlie third 
race, in M'liieli tlie largest field of tlie dii.v faeeii 
the starter. In this ease Seafarer. Inieked into 

favcritism. m'oii after a sensational perforniaiiee. He 
ciiiiie iironiid the otiiers in Hie firm going and, 
racing into the lead at the half mile post. Hie 
effort told on liim at the end and lie liiid to be driven 
to the limit to M'itlistand tlie iiOMerful closing rush 
of Ronibast. with t’racoM' finisliiiig tliird after 
closing a big gap from a slow iieginniiig. 

Marasmus sIioM'ed the M'ay from start to finish 
ill the fifth, ea.sil.v M’ithstanding Hie stretch chal- 
lenge of Queen Apple and draM'ing iiM'ay in the 
last eighth. Lyke contributed to Cadillac’s poor 
slioM'ing hy taking liim in the dee|K*st going anil 
r.iciiig him into exliaustion in Hie first three- 
quarters.

Th< mas Holeroft. in past days, more Hian tmielied 
H;e fringe of lioHi tiirf and stage; ids kiioM'leilge of 
tlie one lie!]H'<l Idm. in after life, to mount tlie 
ladder of fame in ilie otlier. 

Holci'oft’s "The Road to Ruin” had a great run 
all over the kingdom. Imt the profits its autlior 
re«*eived were lint $4..">(M( and about for tlie 

ecpyriglit. Had lie priMliieed a play today he raiglit 
liave nrawn ?!lo<MKKi or more. 

Of M'liat manner of lioy Mas Holeroft? A strange 
lad. accused liy Ids first master of idling aM'ay ids 
lime in reading and tliiis "iinfittiiig hiinself to be a 
Imrseniaii.” One da.v lie siir|>riscd ids drunken 
selioolmasler by being aide to spell a M'onl of six 
sylables. He casted ii|> figures on Hie stable door 
M’iUi a nail to mark tlieni out, ami the other boys 
of tlie estiiblislinient voM'ed lie Mas rnnniiig mad. 
His master, a Mr. Wmxli-oek, at NeMinarket, gave 
idm an iron-gray fillj- to ride, but Hie old trainer 
diseovered tiai late Hint Hie fill.v and he eould not 
be trusted together, and lie turned Hie lad away. 

Then Holeroft M'ciit to a mull named Johnson, who 
liad tldrteen liorses. the proi>ert.v of the Duke of 
Grafton, but as the lio.v liad yet to learn how to 
ride proia-rl.v lie M'as again dismissed. John Wat- 
son tiMik Idm in liand. He saw Hu* lio.v was honest 
eiiuiigli to tell Hie reason m1i.v lie liad not settled 
M'itli the otlier trainers. "I like your s|ieiiking the 
triiHi.” said the old trainer. "Yon must learn 
sonieM'liere. I will veiitun* to give yon a trial 

after an iiuiniry into your etiaracter.” 

Holeroft Mas aeeeided on trial at four guineas a 
year. M'itli the usual livery and elothiug, and he 
fnriiislieii forth- into a capable horseman. One 
liorse. Tlip Hun, broke invay Mitli him one day. 
snorted. Hirew Idiii out h«-hind most violently, and 
iisi-d every miselicvioiis exertion of a blood horse to 
unseat its rider. Imt Hie hoy sat firm and us steady 
;ind iipriglit as if sueli a i>f*rfi>rmaiice had been 
quite usual to Idin. Clie»>vers. an old jockey, broke 
out into an exclaniatioii, "Hy jove. John, it’s a fine 
lad.” ”Aye, a.ve. yon will find some time or other 
tliere are few in NeM-iiiarket tliat will match him,” 
was Watson’s satisfied n*ply. F.ut the future dram- 
atist never rode as a jockey. He liad all the mak- 
ings of one, being somewliat iHiM'-leggcd, and had 
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then the custom of turning in his t<H'S, while his 
knees were protnlx-raiit. He sihiii learned tlmt the 
safe hold for sitting sternly was to keej> the knee 
and calf of the leg stnjngly pressed against the 
side of the animal emieavoring to unhorse you. 
Holcroft once essayed the commentary that Ixjys 
with straight legs, small calves and knees that 
I>rojected but little seldom l>eeame excellent riders. 
His s<-holarl.v pursuits t<sik him away from New- 
market for London at the age of sixteen. 

It could ls‘ said of ILdcroft that he was the only 
m:in to go proisTl.v through the mill of turf :ind 
stage life. He assisted in placing uiMut the lioards 
chanicters whose suggestion must have come to 
him in his early days; his sisirting knowledge ever 
crops mt in his works, literary ami theatrical. 

The late Sir Augustus Harris had a iM-nchant for 
sia>rting drama, for he presented us with a “Na- 
tional.” a Derby, tind a tJoodwootl Cup in “A Hun 
of Luck.” GtK)dwo<Kl cropped up again in "New 
Bab.vlon,” run by the late Clarence Holt. The new 
course at Manchester figured prominently in “Hogues 
of the Turf.” presented by .1. F. Prt-ston. 

J. F. Elliston’s play. “In Old Kentucky.” told 
the story of a girl saving her swt'ctheart by riding 
his horse to victory in one of the great races of 
Kentucky. 

The late Colonel North in his time found nione.v to 
run more than one theater; the late Mr. Foster, 
when a partner with .lacob Haylis. had a circus 
at Covent Garden: and the bookmaker, “Charlie” 
Mead, used to carry on the I’hilharmoiiic Theater at 
Islington. 

We have seen the late Sir 11. It. Tree, the late 
I>“wis Waller and the late J. L. Toole on the race 
course. The irrepressible Charles Hawtrey takes 
his racing .serious^- at Kempton Park, and there 
we have seen half the Empire cast at some holi- 
da.v meetings. 

Mrs. Isingtry — now working assiduousl.v on her 
f:;rm at Newmarket — laid a good run of success i>n 
the turf from 1S99 to 1892. In 1S97 she won nine- 
teen races worth $33.0Ttt in stakes. The late George 
Edwardes won sixteen r.-ices W4irth .*44.(i(lh in P.Mll. 
Merman and Santoi were the liest Imrses owni'd b.v 
JIrs. I.singtry ami .Mr. Edwanles resjiectively. ami 
the years in which tludr names were inscrilM-d as 
Cesarewitch Stakes and .lubile<? Handicap winners 
were perhaps the best for their owners. — Daily's 
Magazine.
